PURPOSE: To provide an oil hydraulic circuit which can easily and surely carry out a 
changeover between a crusher actuating mode and a braker actuating mode, and 
moreover can easily confirm which actuating mode is functioning now. 

CONSTITUTION: A pilot flow path switch valve 30 composing a confluence control means 
and a directional control valve 31 composing a flow path changing means are changed 
over through hydraulic pilot system, and at ordinary times, severally maintained in a braker 
actuating mode by reset springs 30a, 31 a.
